When the 6:30 o’-cloek car left the 
station for Salem the two strangers 
ste pped to the window of the ticket 
office and informed Agent Esterly that

which, they said, was lying along the 
track. 
Esterly unsuspectingly left the of­ 
fice a n d walked to the platform of the 
station, 
where he saw what looked 
like a shoe box lying along the track 
about 40 feet front the station. ^ His 
fir-t Impulse, he says, was to walk up 
track and secure the box, but on 


the second thought he returned to his 
office, and was about to close the door 
before leaving the building, when he 
heard a door on the opposite side of

Berlin, Nov. 16.—Because 
of

death 
of 
Count 
Huelsen-Ilaeseler, 
chief of the German military cabinet, 
the emperor has telegraphed Chancel­ 
lor Von Buelow that the audience ar­ 
ranged to take place at Kiel to-day 
must be deferred. 
The emperor will 
return to Berlin on Tuesday, when 
the meeting between him and the 
chancellor, which the country awaits 
with intense feeling, is expected to 
occur. 
Count Huelsen llaeseler was talk­ 
ing Saturday evening when he fell, 
stricken with apoplexy, in the em­ 
peror’s presence and died. 
He was 
Imperial adjutant for 19 years and 
was the emperor’s constant compan­ 
ion. 
Public Irritation against 
the 
em­ 
peror, as indicated in the newspapers 
and in the 
general 
conversations 
wherever one goes, seems to increase 
with the delay in the emperor’s re­ 
ceiving the chancellor. 
The expecta­ 
tion appears to be that the emperor, 
If he recognizes the feelings of the 
country, will make some declaration 
which may tranqulllze his subjects. 
The depth of the popular sense of 
grievance against the emperor is al­ 
most inexplicable. One of the leaders 
of the National Liberals in the retch 
stag said Sunday: 
“The emperor has lost 75 per cent, 
of his influence in Germany within 
two weeks.*’ 
The general manager of one of the 
principal machinery works in Berlin, 
who was present when this remark 
was made, added: 
“Yes, he has lost 90 per cent."

The foreign legations were notified 
j Sunday by the foreign board of the 
leath of the em peror and the succes- 
ion of Prince Pu-Yi. 
Troops have 
been in readiness for several days to 
juell any disorders th at might arise 
m the death of Kuang-Hsu. 
Two di­ 
visions 
of troops are stationed 
in 
various quarters of the city. 
Tw enty 
gendarm es were sent to guard the ap­ 
proaches to the legations, but the du­ 
ties of the forces have been light. 
The people learned Sunday evening 
>f the death of the dowager em press, 
ind they were profoundly im pressed 
ny the passing of their powerful ruler. 
The foreigners in the city are w atch­ 
ing the strange cerem onies w ith great 
interest. 
At the palace 
elaborate 
rites are being observed, and a flood 
jf edicts have been sent forth.. 
Death 
bed 
observances 
of 
3,000 
years ago marked the passing of the 
emperor and 
dowager. 
They 
died 
done and unattended, although sur 
rounded by circles of spectators, who 
-emained a rod distant, as. on account 
yf the sacred persons of thetr m ajes­ 
ties, they could not be approached. 
The em peror died as he had lived, 
without m inistration of any kind or 
jcienttfle aid. 
F or m onths he had re­ 
used to perm it the services of for- 
;ign doctors. 
Tsze Hi An or "W estern Em press,” 
was born November 17, 1834. 
She 
was the child of poor people who 
ived in Peking. 
At an early age, fol­ 
lowing a common practice in China, 
she whs sold as a slave by her par- 
nits on account of their poverty. She 
became the property of a famous gen­ 
eral, who. enchanted with her great 
.eauty, adopted her and offered her 
is a present to the reigning em peror, 
Hslen-Feng. 
She so charmed tho em- 
oeror th at he made her his secondary 
wiie, and on her bearing him a son, 
■.he future em peror Tung-Chih, raised 
her to the first rank. 
On his death 
b ec a m e regent of the empire, ad­ 
m inistering the national affairs with 
more vigor than any of her predeces­ 
sors. 
H er authority was complete over 
ibout 14,000 officials and over the wel­ 
fare and lives of the vast m ajority of 
he inhabitants of China, who number 
dose to 270,000,000. 
The 
dowager 
em press 
was. 
In 
Clhina, a "foreigner.” being a Manchu, 
m d was under the ban of Chinese 
patriots and an increasing anti-Man* 
hu party, which sought the suppres­ 
sion of the dynasty, and, at the least, 
the restoration of the Manchu em* 
>eror to the throne. 
She wore Man 
■hu garm ents, but her speech was 
hinese. 
She was dominating to the 
last degree and m agnetic, and seemed 
to be all-srcing to her courtiers, who 
tood as if on eggs in her presence* 
ho was theatrical In public, exhibit­ 
ing tlie stage training she bad ae 
jnircd in private. 
H er officials did 
not hesitate on occasions to sp^ak of 
ler fierce tem per, and to refer to her 
s a ‘‘terrible woman." 
H er political career began with the 
wholesale bch< ading of 
prlnc« s 
In 
1861, by which she established her 
on on the throne. 
A slaughter of 
reform ers and others took place in 
1898, 
Two years after this sh* de­ 
liberately set about slaughtering all 
hristians and foreigners, giving 100,- 
)00 taels from her private funds to­ 
ward carrying on the work. 
Beginning her career as the "beau- 
tiful concubine,” she managed the em­ 
pire without modern advisers, and as 
tar as the repose t£ 1n-r people wmnt, 
managed it well, for she put down 
hree rebellions. 
It has been sai i of 
her th at she was a more able ruler 
than any man who tv* r sat upon the 
Jragon throne.

amounted to this, that milk or any 
thing made with milk, ought not to be 
eaten at the same time with meat ot 
anvthing made of meat, and also that 
cooking utensils, plates, dishes, ever 
knives, forks and spoons 
used 
fot 
meat, should not be used for anvthing 
made with milk.
